Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2 and 3 are allowed over the Prior Art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reasons 
for allowance of independent claims 2 and 3 are the inclusion of the specific limitations 
regarding an interval storing means and its functional capabilities, in combination, with the other 
recited elements in a leak detector for detecting a leak of a liquid injected through a needle into a 
blood vessel near the surface of a human body.
